The difficulty arising from the varying periods for f 
which copyright is protected in the different 


States has been got over by giving foreigners the 
same concessions as natives enjoy, provided that 
the period of protection is not to be greater than | 
in their own country. Even newspaper articles, 
except “articles of political discussion, or news, or | 
current topics,” are protected. The exception, 
however, is so wide as to make the protection, in 
this particular case, of little value. 
This scheme will not become law, however, un- 
til three months after it has been ratified by the 
various powers. ‘‘ This is,” says the Pudlishers’ 
Circular, “in accordance with Article xx. of the 
draft-scheme printed in the ‘ Correspondence re- 
specting the Formation of an International Copy- 
right Union.’ As some of the signatories are 
those of South American States, some little time 
must elapse before all the ratifications can be 
exchanged. In the meantime, we understand, the 
terms of the Convention will soon be printed for 
presentation to the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom,” 


IMPORTATION OF BOOKS. 

Tue Treasury Department has issued a circular 
to customs officers in regard to the importation of 
books copyrighted in the United States, which 
prescribes that owners of works copyrighted in 
the United States and subject to forfeiture, not 
only to the United States, but to such owners, 
may avail themselves of the protection of their 
rights given by the law, by filing with collectors of 
customs duly authenticated certificates of such 
ownership. Decision No 7654, of July 26th last, 
is revoked so far as it declares importations of 





forfeitable under the customs laws. 
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FALL PROSPECTS. 
From the Commercial Advertiser, 


In the commercial sense, books are luxuries. 
People can live without buying books. Economy 
in them is no hardship to the majority. Conse- 
quently the book trade is one of the first to feel 
the effects of business depression and one of the 
last to recover from them. It is, therefore, an 
encouraging sign to find, as a reporter found dur- 
ing a recent tour of inspection, that the large 
publishing houses are fairly overwhelmed with 
orders from retail dealers, and that the floors of 
their packing-rooms are almost impassable with 
piles of ordered books awaiting their turn for 
boxing and shipment. The publishers almost 
with one voice declare that business is better now 
than it has been for years, and that they fully ex- 
pect an unusual demand during the coming win- 
ter. They are preparing and projecting art pub- 
lications and éditions de luxe, which are scarcely 
surpassed for beauty and cost. 

A member of the firm of Harper & Brothers 
said to the reporter: ‘“ As far as we can judge the 
present condition of the book trade is most ex- 


cellent, and the outlook very encouraging. We 
could speak more definitely if our traveller had 
made his regular autumn round, but he has just 
returned from a preliminary trip, covering the 
country from here to San Francisco, and reports 
the outlook better than at any time for the last 
three years. His observations are general, not 
based entirely on the reports of retail dealers in 
the trade, but on the condition of the crops and 
the state of general business throughout the 
untry. The feeling everywhere is one of con- 
fidence, except in certain sections of Kansas and 
lowa, where local accidents, such as_ long 
droughts, have induced temporary depression. In 
ir own trade he finds indications of a very strong 
ket, especially for the better bound and more 
expensive sort of books. Cheap books are no 
longer in such strong demand. ‘This is an encour- 
aging sign, partly due, however, to the fact that 
heap book business has been much overdone.

He took the reporter into the 
packing-room, the appearance of which fully bore 
out all his assertions. The counters and floors 
were piled high with books, which as many men 
as could find room to work were busily packing, 
without making any very sensible diminution in 
the number of volumes. 

“ All the books you see here are ordered and 
charged,” the reporter was told. ‘ Our bindery 
is hard pressed to keep us supplied.” 

Charles Scribner’s Sons considered the outlook 
excellent. Trade had been unusually brisk, and 
there seemed to be no doubt it would continue so. 
Their sales for this year would exceed those of 
any year of their business existence. Trade had 
begun very early. Even during the summer, 
usually a very dull time in the book trade, they 
had done a large business. As an evidence of 
their faith in the future, they called attention to 
their costly “Cyclopedia of Art and Artists,” 
one of the greatest enterprises in the way of an 
art book ever undertaken. In reference to their 
new magazine, they said that they already felt 
compelled to issue an edition for the first number 
of not less than 100,000 copies. 

Scribner, Welford & Co. talked in the same 
cheerful and confident way. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. said that they did a pretty 
steady business, not subject to much fluctuation 
one way or the other. ‘Their business would be 
quite as good as it was last year, and probably 
better. They could not help noticing an unusual 
feeling of cheerfulness in the trade. They would 
venture three or four unusually handsome books 
for the holiday trade, and felt confident of a large 
sale for them. . 

A. C. Armstrong & Son report their business 
as very good, far better than that of last year, and 
the outlook most encouraging. 

A representative of the R. Worthington Com- 
pany reported that they were well satisfied with 
the present condition and future outlook of the 
trade, judging from their own experience. They 
have six men on the road whose reports and 
large orders are extremely encouraging. Their 
business for this year is already double that of 
last. As for their retail trade, they say the 
revival is astonishing. One of their special pub- 
lications consists of very handsomely bound edi- 
tions of standard authors, and of late these have 
sold freely. ‘‘ They read just as well in plain 
bindings,” the reporter's informant laughingly 
said, ‘‘ and unless business was good purchasers 
would not pay for these handsome editions, as 
they are now doing.” 

Mr. Stokes, of White, Stokes & Allen, said: 
‘‘Our business is greatly ahead of that of last 
year. We are sure of an increase of at least 
30 per cent., and will probably exceed that. 
The feeling among the retail dealers, our cus- 
tomers, is exceedingly cheerful. All the book 
men I meet, and I meet a good many, talk in 
the most encouraging way. Things were very 
different last year. Then every one was growling.” 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons said there were strong 
reasons for thinking that retail booksellers 
throughout the country were feeling greatly en- 
couraged. The outlook was in every way most 
satisfactory. 

E. P. Dutton & Co. also report good business, 
which they said was perceptibly increasing even 
from day today. Other firms, both in this and 
other cities, are showing the same spirit of confi- 
dence.
